The second public hearing 
for Rosemont residents was 
held in the school district's 
Administration building at 
Ardmore. Out of the 53 resi- 
dents who attended, 48 were 
opposed to purchase of the 
land on Airdale Rd. near Old 
Gulph Rd. 

Speaking for those who opposed 
the purchase Albert Ward, an 
attorney for the Pennsylvania 
Railroad ant) a home owner in 
Rosemont. presented a petition 
bearing 170 signatures. 

'•All." he said, "are very much 
opposed, l»«cause they think that 
the investment would be a burden 
on taxpayers. They believe that 
the land should not be purchased 
and the school should not be 
built." , _, 

Before the hearing had pro- 
ceeded very far, questioning of the 
residents brought out that since 
their last public hearing the 
School Board had held a special 
meeting, to reaffirm their original

Of Lower Merion students in 
the service 46 men have been 
killed or lost, 9 are prisoners of 
war, 22 are reported as missing 
in action and 77 have been dis- 
charged from the service. 

Copies of the News Letter are 
being sent to 66 persons in the 
service who did not attend Low- 
er Merion but have requested 
the publications.

Women Voters League 
Hears State Dept. 
Official Speak 

Dr. W. W. Comfort, President 
of Haverford College, presiding at 
a meeting on the Dumbarton Oaks 
Proposals declared before a Main 
Line audience that filled tile Hav- 
erford Friend's Meeting House on 
Saturday evening. February 17: 

"An international organization 
such as that outlined in the Dum- 
barton Oaks Proposals should 
have the support of all people 
interested in the maintenance of 
peace and security. And I be- 
lieve the Proposals furnish a rea- 
sonable and hopeful basis for 
drawing up the charter of such 
an organization." 

The Haverford T o w n ship 
League of Women Voters and the 
Main Line Branch of the Wo- 
men's International League for 
Peace and Freedom cooperated 
with the Haverford Friends Meet- 
ing in sponsoring the open com- 
munity meeting with Dr. Benja- 
min Gerig as the chief speaker of 
the evening. 

Dr. Gerig, who is Associate 
Chief of the Division of Interna- 
tional Organization of the De- 
partment of State and technial 
adviser to the United States Dele- 
gation to the Dumbarton Oaks 
Conversations, said that the Dum- 
barton Oaks Proposals had re- 
ceived a very wide and encourag- 
ing support as the basis for 
drafting the Charter of the per- 
manent United Nations organiza- 
tions. He enumerated six points 
which he thought would be neces- 
sary to make the organization ef- 
fective: 

(1) the unity of the principal 
United Nations must be main- 
tained; (2) responsibility must 
march with power; (3) the Or- 
ganization must be able to act 
swiftly; (4) it must be able to act 
in the early stages of any threat- 
ening dispute; (5) provision must 
be made for long-range construc- 
tive action in the international 
economic and social field; and (6) 
the principles of the Organization 
must appeal to the peoples' sense 
of justice and morality. 

Dr. Greig said that these Dum- 
barton Oaks Proposals should be 
regarded as the minimum require- 
ments for a beginning rather than 
as a fully completed plan. 



1945 Essay Contest 
For High Schools 



Pennsylvania students and 
classes will participate in the 1945 
essay contest for Negro - high 
school and college students con- 
ducted by the National Tuberculo- 
sis Association. 

In the National judging cash 
prizes are offered in addition to 
medals, plaques and books. In 
the high school contest first prize 
is a scholarship. In the state 
wide judging two cash prizes are 
offlered also by the Pennsylvania 
Tuberculosis Society for the best 
essays in the high schools and 
college groups. 

A choice of subjects is offered 
-to the high school groups, the 
first being individual or class 
essays on "What Do People Really 
Know About T. B."? or "T. B. In- 
formation Please." Other projects 
are group or class essays on a 
"Tuberculosis Day" program' and 
individual essays on "How the 
Home. School and Community 
Can Participate in the Control 
of Tuberculosis." 



A potential threat to the geo- 
graphical integrity of Lower Mer- 
ion Township and other Mont- 
gomery County townships border- 
ing Philadelphia is seen by Coun- 
ty Commissioners Foster C. Hille- 
gass. Fred C. Peters and Raymond 
K. Mensch in a bill introduced re- 
cently at Harrisburg. 

Under the terms of this Bill, 
any part of a township bordering 
Philadelphia and owned by the 
City may be annexed to Philadel- 
phia by passage of an ordinance 
bv the Philadelphia City Council. 

While it is understood that the 
bill was introduced to pave the 
way for the inclusion of the en- 
tire area of Philadelphia Airport, 
part of which lies in Tinicum 
Township. Delaware County, with- 
in the City limits, attorneys who 
have studied the bill point out 
that it might be employed to an- 
next other parts of Delaware or 
Montgomery Counties, providing 
such parts were owned by the 
City. 

The bill was referred to the 
Committee on City and County — 
First Class, whose chairman is 
Thomas H. Lee, 1 Iothian Place, 
Roxborough. 

While the bill refers to "cities of 
the first class", the procedure es- 
tablished cart only be utilized, "in 
the event of its passage, by Phila- 
delphia since it is the only first 
class city in the State. 

Annexation proposals whereby 
Philadelphia could take over part 
of the wealthy and well govern- 
ed suburban territory have popped 
up periodically in the Legislature, 
the last being in 1941 when a 
measure was introduced which 
provided for the annexation if a 
majority of all votes cast favored 
the union. By predominance of 
numbers, Philadelphia could have 
swung such an election over Mont- 
gomery or Delaware County oppo- 
sition. This measure failed to 
pass as others failed before it. 

At that time many residents, 
organizations and officials of both 
Montgomery and Delaware Coun- 
ties expressed their deep seated 
opposition to any such measure. 

Need More Gas To 
Keep Buses Going 

School Board Points 
Out Difficulties of 
Travel on Icy Roads 

The Lower Merion School 
Board may have to temporarily 
shorten or discontinue some of its 
school bus trips unless the Ard- 
more Ration Board allows the 
School District more gasoline. 

Travel over snow and ice cov- 
ered roads and use of chains has 
consumed more gasoline. Super- 
intendent of Schools F. A. Dubois 
told the School Board Monday 
night. 

If necessary the School Board 
instructed the superintendent to 
file a supplementary application 
for gasoline. 

"It takes more gasoline to oper- 
ate buses when the roads ait 
covered with snow and ice and 
when chains have to be used," 
reported Dubois. "Our buses fre- 
quently slipped off the roads and 
we had a number of broken 
parts." 

In order to keep the school 
transportation system in opera- 
tion the School Board had to call 
upon Red Arrow Lines to furnish 
them with buses and drivers 
while school buses were being re- 
paired. 

During the stormiest period of 
the year Superintendent Dubois 
said that some of the stops in 
outlying sections had to be skip- 
ped because it was impossible to 
reach them. At present he said 
that all but one bus with a broken 
spring was operating. 

The School Board has obtained 
an extra allowance of gasoline 
from the Ration Board to use a 
station wagon in picking up dirty 
towels and delivering them to the 
laundry. Both the ArdmGre and 
Wilson laundries were unable to 
provide the pick-up and delivery 
service.

Major McLaughlin's wife, May, 
was visiting at Longport, N. J., 
when the War Department tele- 
gram announcing her husband's 
rescue arrived at their Narberth 
home at 6.30 A. M. Sunday. 

The message was received by 
Mrs. McLaughlin's sister, Mrs. 
Sarah Hansell, who immediately 
telephoned the officer's wife. 

Overjoyed at the news. Mrs. 
McLaughlin said it was the first 
official word she had received! 
about her husband's safety since 
the War Department notified her 
in December, 1942, that he was a 
prisoner. 

Mrs. McLaughlin added that she 
had been writing to the major con- 
stantly, but the two or three cards 
he sent her in the last year in- 
dicated he had not received her 
letters. 

About two weeks ago. she said 
she received a post card from the 
Japanese government stating 
that the "major was a Prison 
Camp No. 2." and that his condi- 
tion was fair. 

The word "fail"' on the card, 
Mrs. McLaughlin said, was under- 
scored. 

Major McLaughlin, an infantry 
officer, formerly was a mechani- 
cal engineer with the SKF In- 
dustries, Front St. and Erie Ave..

He was on the operating table 
four hours' while the Uoptor pick- 
ed pieces of steel and dirt and 
grass out of his chest, and even 
though they were pouring blood 
into him. he was losing it faster 
than it could be pumped into Ills 
veins. Three times, he stopped 
breathing and the doc had to push 
on his exposed lungs to get him 
started again. 

At last he was bandaged up and 



in bed next to me. the miraculous 
bottle of blood suspended beside 
him. I lay there and watched the 
pink color creep slowly into his 
cheeks. At the end of an hour 
he opened his eyes and turned 
his head, asking for a drink of 
water. In another hour he was 
smoking a cigarette and talking 
to the doctor. The surgeon told 
me that when he left the sur- 
gery, this kid hadn't a drop of 
his original blood in his veins. 
And now. thanks to all you blood 
donors back home, he is going 
to recover.

I 
would say four of them were kept 
alive and sirens theneU by whole 
blood and plasma. 

So you see. Dot, when you go 
and donate blood, it's not just 
blood you give but life itself that 
comes to us in those precious bot- 
tles. Even though you fainted the 
last time you gave vour blood. I'm 
sure you'll think it worth while 
when you realize that one faint- 
ing spell saved one soldier's life.

American and the European idea 
of leadership, he explained that 
"our American leadership involves 
the recognition of the qualities in 
a leader which make the follow- 
ers willing to follow." 

"The rule of the majority also 
involves the preservation of the 
rights of the minorities," continu- 
ed Dr. Spaeth, "for every minority 
should have the fundamental 
right to convert itself into a ma- 
jority." He then outlined the ways 
this would be accomplished by a 
Nazi, Fascist, Russian or Oriental. 
These methods were contrasted 
with the American way of creating 
a majority of persuasion. 

Pointing out that it is the duty 
of the minority party to criticize 
incompetence, waste and dishon- 
esty in government, the speaker 
also declared that any attack on 
the Supreme Court is not politi- 
cal but in the realm of constitu- 
tional rights. 

"What ought we to do not only 
as Republicans or Democrats but 
as Americans?" queried Dr. Spaeth. 
"It is the first duty, of every sin- 
cere man or woman who is an 
idealist to face the facts," he said 
as he recalled the 'words of Lin- 
coln who said, "a man's ' legs 
should be long enough to reach 
the ground." 

Dr. Spaeth also suggested that 
on every Lincoln's Birthday every 
American should read the Declar-
